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NOTE 


This is a Catalogue of several interesting and varied 
collections, including that of the late Joseph B. Learmont 
of Montreal. The Egyptian Antiquities and P re-dynastic 
Pottery include many very desirable pieces worthy of perma- 
nent preservation in Museums. The Furniture, mainly early 
English and Italian, is important, and there are many in- 
teresting mirrors and a fine old Chinese red lacquer screen. 
The rare pieces of Lowstoft from the well-known collection 
of the late A. W. Essex of Newport and New York will 
appeal strongly to collectors, and they will also find many 
desirable acquisitions among the Chinese Porcelains. Several 
unusual pieces will be found among the old Silver, Sheffield, 
Pewter, Bronzes, and Ivories. A small collection of Oils and 
Water Colors includes examples by Edward Moran, Perl- 
berg, Sala, Sonntag, Edward Gay, Wunsch, A. G. Howland, 
Keichert, Louis C. Tiffany, and Fred Walker.

Large diamond face with Cupid and Psyche under crystal; 
ivory carved with two seals ; scrolled setting holding five 
reconstructed rubies. 

19 OLD ENGLISH SILVER WATCH 

Double case, inner plain, exterior with classic figures in re- 
lief surrounded by scrolls and figures, by May of London. 
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^20 OLD ENGLISH WATCH AND FOB 

Gold plated case, engraved with urn and flowers, by Loyd- 
ham, Jr., London. 

21 TWO BRASS ARMY BADGES 

French of the Forty-seventh cuirassier; English eighth 
dragoons. Relics from the famous battlefield of Watterloo. 

22 TWO GREEK BAPTISMAL SHELLS 

Mother of pearl, oval, carved with wreath borders and sub- 
jects “The Ascension” and the “Annunciation”. 

23 FINELY CARVED MOTHER OF PEARL SHELL AND 

CRUCIFIX 

Shell, oval, carved with grape and vine openwork panels, 
above a representation of “The Last Supper”; crucifix with 
sacred figure on the cross. 

24 TWO OLD CARD CASES 

Dutch, silver plated with engraved landscape medallion; 
Chinese, filigree of dragons and scrolls enhanced on the bor- 
der with blue enamel.

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PRE-DYNASTIC PROPERTY 


Approximately about five or six hundreds years before the 
beginning of the first historical dynasty about 4000 B.C., a race 
of people, related to the Arabs and Berbers, occupied the Nile 
valley from the Delta into Nubia. 

Afnong the essential elements of civilization which they pos- 
sessed was their ability to model pottery. A finely polished red 
pottery was shaped by hand before the invention of the potter’s 
wheel. Probably washed with haematite and carefully burnish- 
ed, a beautiful black was obtained on the upper part during the 
firing. Placed upside down in the kiln, the rim was covered by 
the charcoal, and the iron in the clay became deoxidized from 
red peroxide to black magnetic oxide with a subcrystalline sur- 
face. The vases were placed in the pre-dynastic graves and 
contained food and drink which were considered essential for 
the welfare of the dead.
